So many (uestions
enter into any adequate report of a nation’s
growth, and so many others are involved in
mataring any satisfaotory plan for having that
report aceurate, that we are glad to observe
that the House haa at the of its commit-
tee, In the person of General Garfield, one of
its moat studions amd sagacions thinkers,
Precisely what information shall be collected
is apoint on which we trust the committes
will not fail to consult the exacting demands
of modern atatistioians. It adds but a trifle to
the axpense to include a dozen fresh subjects
for the inguiries of the census takers; and we
onl to avail ounrselves of the best
mu&ndl for colleoting and classifying the facts
thus bronght in to secure the best, most com-
P ve, and most minute picture of a great

's oondition and pmn that has ever
been preserved for the g ce of her states-
men and the encouragement of her people.

Two things we want—a system of schedules
that shall be plain enough to avoid bewilder-

ing the cemsus-takers or the peopls, and so |

nflng«! that their results may admit of the
most thorough olassification; and, second, a
system that, while satislying these conditions,
allow ocomparigons not ouply with the
data furnished in our own previous census
( but with the statistics colleoted by
r npations. For the first of these we
imagine that the committes will find & basis,
n@%mny respeots, io the labors of
our late ung Office. In the other, the
problem becomes more complex. Various
gopgrepsea of European statisticians have been
halg':o devise means for secaring uniformity,
at lenst in the general outtine of the systems
adopted by the several governments; and the
results of these conferences should be care-
fully studied. .

iLet Us Have Peace”

Before proceeding to comment on the dis-
graceful ecenes of tarbulence and uproar

which accompanied the counting of the electoral
vetes, we will Indicate our opinion of the

The provision of the Constitution

relating to this and all similar cases ia the
following: —
"Copgress elinll pave power o make nll laws
whioh shall be necesuaty and proper for carry-
g ointo exemmilon the loregoling powers, aod
' other powers yauted "_"_'.ll!- Cogstitntion in
the Governwent of the United States, or 1o any
depariment or otlicer tharans.”

The President of the Seoate s an offiosr in
whem the Conetitution vests Lhe power of
opening the certitioater of the electoral voles
“'in the presevce of the Senale and Honse of
‘*‘and the wotes shall be
counted,’” the Constitution does mnot say by
whom. Congrese may regulste the mods of
proveeding by law, li auy regnlation is neces-
sary: and euch a law is
President of the Senste.  Ent the cononrrent
regolutione, under wkick the Senate and
Honge acted on the late occasion, are not saoch
a law. The Constitution dec'sares that—

senigtives may be ni SUTY (vXCepl o n glies-
Lion of adjodrsment L baprescnied 1o the

IMesldent of the Uplited Bluies: nnd belore the

The conourrent resolutions, inthiscase, were
never predented to the President; they had
none of the vigor #nd bindlog force of law.
They rested for such suthority as they had on
the power of eact bLouse to make rales to
govern its owp praocerdivge, and were binding
on neither hense apy longer than it choge to
adhere to them, The two honses may maka
a joint rule for regulating the procaedings of
each in particnisr cages; Lot such a role binds
the Senate only because the Benate adopted it,
and the llouse ouly lecanse the Honge adopted
it; and either is at all times parfectly free to
vescind it without the cencarrence of the
other. But ie rescinded, it binds each,
becanse each is bound by ite own rules. The
vote ef the House 10 reject the eluotoral votes
of Georgia did no! reecind the concurrent reso-
lution on the part of the House: and Batler
was therefore all wronp in his obstinate inter-
ruption of the proceedings, It may be sald
that the vole of the House cirfuolly rescinded
the rule; bu! that ie & point of no practical
iwportance, bevsuse what the Hounse uunder-
took to do wae to decide that the Georgia
votes should not be connted; and the Honas,
acting alone, bad xo jurigdiction over that
question.

Butler’s point that the Speaker had mno
suthority to direct the Sergeant-at-Arms to
arrest 8 member of ‘‘the joint convention"
was equally untenable, No such thing as a
“joint convention™ for connting the Electoral
votes is known to the Constitution or tha
Jaws. The langnage of the €onstitution is,
that the certificatee glsll be opened ‘“‘In the
| precence of the Senate and House of Rapre-
sentatives;”” that is, of the two branches of
("ongrese separately organized. On this ooca-
gion, a8 on all ocomsions, each is8 bonnd only
by its own rules, and gubject to the authority
only of its own ofiicers, The President of the
Senate cannot direct the arrest of a member of
the House; mnor the “peaker of the House the
arrest of a member of the Senate. If a mem-
ber of either is disorderly, he can be arrested
only by its own Sergeant-at-Arms, acting
under the direction of its own présiding officer.
Butler was, therefore, completely wrong in all
hie legal and parliswentary poiots,

What, then, ie the significance of thfs
tomultueuns and most scandalous squabble’:
It proves the existence of a dissatisfied, in-
fiammatory state of fesling, which is ready to
take fire on the slightest provocation. It
betckens a great mase of pent-up passions,
| excited by diflerexces which cannot be avowed,

matters little that he is all wrong in his par-

& purtisan of Grant, he aims to sot the House
and Senate by the ears, and to make it ap-
pear that the House, whioh immediately rep-
regents the people, trusta the new President,
whils the Benate, with a rival of Grant at its
foture head, refuses ita confidence and main
taing & surveillance over his condnot. Butler
has the sagacity to see that the Republican
party cannot much longer hold together, and
be aims to be on the side which the peopls
will nltimately sapport.
Mexico and the Foreign Powers.
From the N. Y. Herald.

Late Enropean telegraphic news informs us
that the “opposition’ in the remch Corpa
liégizlatif demand a restoration of diplomatic
relations with Mexico, They ask this under
the plea that French interssts will gnffer if
there 18 a longer interrnption., Thus the
“opposition'’ vever fail to make a hit at the
disasters of the Mexican expedition whenaver
opportunity offers. The Ilact is, moreover,
that the reopening of diplomatio relationa with
Mexivco 18 really necegsary. French dreama
in that direction were radely broken; bnt
French Interests are not so easily trodden
upon. There are very many I'rench subjects
who were resident in Mexioco at the date of
the intervention and who were obliged to fly
from the country. The Mexican Government
has ronde & most eweeping conflzontion of all

thelr property without regard to their politi-

cal ssntimentd, aund doubtiess thege are dis-
posed to make an effort to have it rataroed to
them. Moreover, Frauce bad a large debt
agaiust Mexico at the date of the intervention,
not invluding the infamous Jecker frand or
the unfortunate acknowledged investment of
over two hundred and fifty-two millions of
dollars in the royal filibnstering expedition
of Maximilian. The entire Enropean debta of
Mexico at the date of intervention wers about
ninety-five millions of dollars, of which sixty-
six millions are claimed by Epgland.

England a8 well as Irance sppears anxious
to resnme diplomatic relations with the Mexi-
cang, and the British Premier Jately stated
that England was ready to do this ‘“‘when
Mexico asked for it''—a very foolish thing to
state, considering the faot that Mexico ia so
disgusted with herself and the whole of hu-
manity that she feels more exclusive than
Chios, and would by far prefer never to see
another foreign diplomat upon her soil. When
ghe agks Lpgland to send a minister to her
capital it will be when she ia under an Ame-
rivan protectorate. We advise France to wait
for this same moment before she nnderlakes
to accredit any Frenchman to Mexivo. There
is no settling of this vexed Mexican gunestion
in any way but the natural one. 1f Earops
will wait a little while, say from gix months
to a year, for us to get our new administration
at work, we will give them a final and satis-
factory solution of the whole problem.

The Spanish Cortes and 1ts Labors.
From the N, X. Herald.

The Constituent Cortes of Spain met Thura-
day for urgminﬂon, and the eyes of evary
European Cabinet are anxiously watching the
result of their deliberations. The two im-
portant questiions to be decided are—first,
what shall be the form of government to re-
place the banished rule of the Bourbons; and,
gecond, to whom shall be confided the execu-
tive power of that government, The elections
which have recently taken place in the
Spanish peninsula have resnlted iarﬁsly in
favor of the candidates put forward by the
existing provisional goverument, and ita mem-
bera will hold seats in virtue of their election
by the capital., The choice of the presiding
officer will indicate insome degree the temper
of that body, but not the final result, as very
active diplomatic intrignea are on foot inevery
oircle in Madrid to influence the qunestion of
the dynasty, Seior Rivero is mawed in our
cable despat-hes as almost certain to be the
Presgident of the Cortes.

This body comprises in reality thrae politi-
cal elements, neither of which holds a me-
jority of the Cabinet. (ieneral Serrano repre-
senta the old liberal union party which so
loog endeavored to modity by peaceful means
the policy of the ex-Queen, and carrles great
weight for his snnounced preference for a
monarchy. General Prim is the leader of the
Progresista party, and as vommander of the
army, as well as from his strong personal
character, épjoys & wide influsnce. Befior
Ayols, Minister of Grace and Jastice, repre-
gents in [the Cabinet the democratic progre-
gistas. The sdmitted organ of the Provisional
GGovernment has announced that the Cabinet

| bas settled upon its choice for the throus, but
| the pame has not been given to the publioc.

Romor has stated the Government candidate
to be the Doke of Aoata, second son of the
King of Italy, and supposed to be the prafer-
ence of the French Emperor; but from Thurs-
terday's complexion of things at Madrid, it
appears that a majority of the Cortes are in
tavor of Ferdinand, the father of the prasent
King oi Portugal; and next to him stands the
Duke de Montpensier., Meantime the project
bas been revived in Portngal of an I[berfan
union, which may be the seorgt of the strength
ol the Portugese royal hounse in Madrld, The
wishes of Lonis Napoleon will undonbtedly
bave great lnduince in the disonssions in
Madrid; but it doea not follow that they will
sontrol the cholce of the pation, The Spa-
vinrds are s proud sud warlike peopls, and
very sensitive to any appearanve of foreign
influence in their domestio aftairs. The firat
Napoleon fonnd nothing but disaster wo his
designs in Spain.  His socoessor may be
more successful, At this moment the move-
ments in Madrid constitute the most impor-
tant event in European politios, and will be
contemplated with fnterest sverywhere.

not ihereby affected, but excladed {f the
offeot ware otherwise. [ts terms ndmitted of
no other fvterpretation. Kxpounding them
officially, the Presidest of the Henate sald
that their purport was, ‘‘that if the votss of
the | tate of Gueorgia did not slter the resull of
the eleotion they might be conated, and if
they did alter the resalt, they wore not to be
counted.” Dot the artifice is too puerils to
sarve the purpose for which it was intended,
Hor the right of & State is not contingent npon
the political complexion of its vota, Whether
it might elect Grant, or whather it might
defeat bim, had nothing to do with the point
to be decided. That was & simpls yea or nay
on the question of admitting or exoluding the
vole. And when an affirmative deciaion was
rendered, as it waia on Wednesday, the stafus
of Georgin was practioally settled.

The acoeptance of the vote f{a an nnoondi-
tioral recognition of the power to vota. No
#pecial pleading baged vpon the Kimands
joint resolution or on any other gronnd oan
at all modify the essential fact. The joint
action of the two honges in receiving tha vots
admits of no appeal. It 18 posiiive and con-
olurive as well as to the legal rogalarity of the
vote a8 to the anthority of the Stale to
giveit. There iz pno middle ground in tha
premices. That State cannot be out of the
Union, or as & Hiate aubjest to constitutional
penaltics, whose voice for Baymonr and Blair
was formully listened to by the President of
the Senate in the pre<ence of both honges,

The result is especially noteworthy, beoanze
directly occasioned by the Senale, whioh has
thus far refused admission to the Georgia
fenators. Had General Butler's objsotion pre
vniled, we ghonld have gaid that exslasion
from the Illectoral Colisgein this case implied
exclusion froan the Unpion. Buat thess objac-
tions having been overrnled—arbitrarlly and
irregularly, we must admit, but still over-
roled—the theory of the Henate Judiclary
Committee I8 exploded, and the nuwillingness
to admit Mr. Hill ceases to be exconsable,
Wa do not look for abéolute conslstency fiun
these mwatters, but when an lmportant consti-
tutional pringiple is at stake, we mast assuamse
that the Henate will sdhere to the logical con-
sequences of fta own proceeding. After de-
olaring that the votes of Georgia shonld be re-
ceived, it canpot, withont self-staltification,
deny the right of the State to Senatorial repre-
santat'on.
